For Fourteen Years

' He had pointed out that America at 
that time had only 30,000 men In 
France and he believed that the U- 
boats would effectively prevent any 
great addition to our forces abroad, If, 
Indeed, they ever left our shores. 


"As a matter of fact however," he 


added, "your counts-men would be 
Srery willing, no doubt,, to fight for their 
country to protect It from invasion, 
but I don't believe you'll ever get many 
of them to leave home to fight abroad. 
America will really be a very small 
factor In the war, Davis!" 


"Your majesty is underestimating 


the power of America!" I replied. 


He turned to me indignantly, and In 


his most imperious manner exclaimed: 


"We underestimate no, one I We 


know exactly what we are doing!1* 


How seriously he was mistaken in 


this respect has since been sufficiently 
proved. 
i 


No matter hof? gloomy the outlook 


lor Germany, the kaiser seldom show- 
ed concern. If Is true that whenever 
things were going wrong, as when the 
Russians in the early part of the war 
were sweeping everything before them 
In their advance on the Carpathians, 
he and the rest of the royal family, 
kept as far In the background as pos- 
sible,'whereas when the German cause 
was triumphant, as in the case of the 
offensive against Italy, he could not 
make/^himself too conspicuous at the 
front 


Bur even when Germany's adversity 


•was greatest the kaiser always put on 
a brave "front. At such times I have 
eeen him stop In the street, after leav- 
ing my office, and before the hundreds 
of people waiting outside to greet him, 
ostentatiously put a cigarette in his 
mouth and light it, that everyone might 
notice how steady his hand was and 
now little he was worried by the turn 
things were taking. 
• 


At the same time, on one or two oc- 


casions after the war started, I noticed 
that he acted differently when in tbe 
dental chair than had been his custom 
when everything was serene. 


The kaiser oece boasted to me that 


not a building was erected in Germany, 
not a bridge built not a street opened, 
not a park laid out, but what the proj- 
ect was first submitted to him. He 
kept posted on everything that was 
going on, not only in Germany, but in 
the world at large, and, as far as he 
was able, he endeavored to have his 
finger in every development of world- 
wide importance. I cannot imagine 
that he was less interested in what his 
countrymen vere doing in connection 
with the war than be was in their 
achievements in time of peace. 


If he did not actually order the sink- 


ing of the Lusitania, therefore, I am 
convinced that he was thoroughly 
aware of the plan to blow It up and 
sanctioned it. 
That he could have 


averted it if he had been prompted to 
to do so is clearly indicated by another 
Incident which left a very deep im- 
pression upon'me. 


I was Informed by one of the Ger- 


man aviators that plans had been 
made to drop gas bombs on London 
which contained a deadly gas which 
would penetrate the cellars of houses 
In which civilians were In the habit 
Of hiding during air raids. 


Shortly before this hideous idea was 


to be put into effect the papers an- 
nounced that bombs of this character 
bad been dropped by the allies on 
Baden-Baden, but that, fortunately. 
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fall of 1915, alter a visit to the UnlleQi 
States, the kaiser was very anxious to 
ascertain from me just how America 
felt towards the war. 


I told him that before the sinking of 


the Lusitania American opinion had 
been divided. There bad been many 
who were strongly pro-ally, there had 
been others who were openly pro- 
German an<] there had been still oth- 
ers who maintained nn absolutely neu- 
tral attitude. ' After the Lusitania 
tragedy, however, there had been a 
distinct change in public feeling, I told 
him, 
practically the whole country 


having become decidedly anti-German. 


"Perhaps if the U-boat commander 


had known so many women and chil- 
dren were on board," was the kaiser's 
only comment, "he might not have sent 
forth the torpedo which sent the vessel 
to the bottom, but what he was think- 
ing of most, of course, was the 5,000 
tons of ammunition on board which 
were destined to slaughter my peo- 
ple I" 


Of course the kaiser Irnew that if 


the U-boat commander's orders were 
to sink the Lusitania, disobedience 
upon his part would" have left but one 
course open for him: suicide. If, on 
the other hand, the kaiser meant to 
Intimate that the U-boat commander 
sank the Lusitania dn his own initia- 
tive or without special instructions 
from his superiors, the fact still re- 
mains that the kaiser could undoubt- 
edly have prevented the tragedy and 
didn't. 


But if there can be any doubt as to 


the kaiser's direct responsibility for 
the sinking of the Lusitania, certain it 
is that he fully approved, openly de- 
fended and even exulted in the murder 
of women and children by Zeppelin 
raids on London, Manchester, Liver- 
pool and other non-military cities and 
towns. 


"England expects to starve my 


women and children to death," he de- 
clared to me early In the war—long 
before we in Germany had begun to 
feel the slightest effect of the dimin- 
ishing food supply, "but our Zeppelins 
will give their women and children a 
taste of war, too. Confound them! 
They sit on their island and try to 
starve us; we will give them a taste of 
what war is!" s 


This was the man whose various 


acts of consideration towards me, 
whose talents aud personal charms, 
had made such a favorable impression 
upon me! How trivial and Inconse- 
quential they all seemed now! Clear- 
ly, they were nil a part of the role he 
had been playing for years. While he 
was outwardly displaying all the ear- 
marks of a gentle character, he was 
Inwardly plotting to dominate the 
world. For twenty-five years he main- 
tained the peace of Europe, he fre- 
quently boasted. He maintained peace 
just long enough to complete his final 
preparations for the wickedest war 
that was ever waged! 


And yet strangely enough, even after 


the war had revealed the kaiser to me 
In bjs true colors and had shown him 
to be capable of deeds which I should 
have thought were foreign to his na- 
ture, his presence always had a most 
remarkable effect upon me. 


I have a vivid mental impression of 


him now as I write. He Is standing in 
the center of my room, drawn up to his 
full height, his shoulders thrown back, 
his left hand upon the hilt of his 
sword and his right emphasizing his 
remarks, protesting in the most earn- 


\\ clared that the kaiver wan a «tunt- 
II bling-block ID the way of world, peace. 


When I got back to Berlin I mention- 
ed the fact to the kaiser, hoping to 
draw hlin out. 


"Yea, I know exactly what Carnegie1 


said at The Hague," he replied rather 
testily, "and I don't like the way he 
spoke at all. He referred to me as the' 
*war lord' and said I was standing in 
the way of world peace. Let him look 
at my record of twenty-five peaceful 
years on the throne t No, the surest 
means to maintain the peace of the 
world is my big army and navy! Other 
nations will think twice before going 
to war with us!" The fact that he had 
previously accepted 6,000.000 marks 
from Carnegie for the furtherance of 
universal peace didn't seem to occur 
to him. 


And the world at large learned more 


or less of German intrigue and propa- 
ganda since the war, but It Is Dot gen- 
erally known that the same sort of 
tiling was going on even more actively 
In time of peace. Countless measures, 
of the most subtle and insidious char- 
acter, were taken to lull into a sense of 
false security the nations she Intended 
eventually to'attack and to inspire fear 
in or command the respect of nations 
which she hoped would remain neutral 
or might even be Induced to throw In 
their lot with hers In the event of 
war. 


In this phase of Germany's prepara- 


tion for war, the kaiser took a leading 
part 


It is a fact, for instance, that prac- 


tically every officer In the Chilean 
army is a German, and the kaiser has 
spared no pains to foster the friend- 
ship of the South American republics, 
commercially and diplomatically. 


One of the South American minis- 


ters told roe of an ex-president of 
Peru who had visited Berlin. This 
Peruvian had previously visited Lon- 
don and Paris and had received little 
or no official attention in either of 
those capitals. 
For reasons best 


known to himself, the kaiser decided 
to cater to this gentleman, and accord- 
ingly arranged an audience.' 


In the discussion which took place 


when they met, the kaiser displayed 
such a remarkable acquaintance with 
Peruvian affairs and the family his- 
tory and political career of his visitor 
that the South American was stunned. 
When he returned home he carried 
with him a most exalted idea of the 
all-pervading wisdom of the German 
emperor. To what extent the kaiser 
had spent the midnight oil preparing 
for this interview I have no knowledge, 
but knowing the importance he placed 
upon making a favorable impression 
at all times I have a mental picture of 
his delving deeply into South Ameri- 
can lore in preparation for his guest

When he presented a statue of 


Frederick the Great to this country, 
In ftfcKluley'0 administration, it ere* 
ated a great stir in congress. What 
could be lew appropriate, It was ar- 
gued, than the statue of a tnonnrch In 
the capital of a republic? The statue 
was not set up In McKInley's adminis- 
tration, but Roosevelt accepted It In 
the Interest of diplomacy and bad It 
erected In front of the Army building. 


Seeing that his gift had had Just the 


opposite effect to that Intended, the 
kaiser reprimanded his ambassador 
for not having Interpreted American 
sentiment more accurately. 


A few days after the death of King 


Edward, Roosevelt arrived In Berlin. 
Despite the fact that all Europe was 
in mourning, the kaiser arranged the 
most elaborate military dress review 
ever given In honor of a private citizen 
to celebrate Roosevelt's visit. The re- 
view Was held in the large military 
reservation near Berlin. More than 
100,000 soldiers passed In review be- 
fore the kaiser and his staff and their 
honored 


than caste and social distinction. Mor- 
ganatic marriages were naturally ab- 
horrent to Mm. Nevertheless, before 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand, the suc-

H<pr far the kaiser would have gone 


in hi* attentions to Roosevelt had he 
not been In mourning it is impossible 
to eay, but I don't believe he would 
have left anything undone to show his 
admiration for the American ex-pres- 
ident and to curry favor with 'this 
country. 


But Rooaevelt was not the only 


American to whom the kaiser made 
overtures. He was constantly inviting 
American millionaires to pay him 
yachting visits at Kiel or wherever 
else he happened to be. 


He sat for a portrait by an Ameri- 


can painter, which was exhibited with 
a large collection of other American 
works under the kaiser's auspices. 


There was nothing that the kaiser 


did not d6 In his efforts to ingratiate 
himself with this country hi the hope 
that he would reap bis reward when 
the greatjwar he was anticipating 
eventually broke out 


Taken individually, these various in- 


cidents seem trivial enough, but I 
have every reason to know that the 
kaiser attached considerable impor- 
tance to them. I know that there was 
a good deal of chagrin in the tirades 
be delivered to me against America for 
her part in supplying munitions to the 
allies—chagrin at the thought that the 
seed he had sown in America had 
failed to bring forth better fruit 
When we finally entered the war and 
he realized that all his carefully nur- 
tured plans of years had availed him 
naught, he could not restrain his bit- 
terness nor conceal his disappoint- 
ment

ship for America—exchanging profes- 


«—

What a foolish thing for allied air- 


planes to do — to spend a whole morn- 
ing studying the layout of the town 
and then to drop those deadly bombs 
on a dump of woods where they could 
not possibly hurt anyone, and how 
careless of the Germans not to molest 
them while they were engaged In their 
devilish work! 


"But the point I wanted to bring out 


Was this: these sns bombs were never 
Used on London! 


responsible for the war and all its 
horrors, but that It had come upon 
the world despite all he had done to 
prevent it.

America Disappoint* Kaiatr. 


The kaiser ascended the throne In 


1888. For twenty-six years his reign 
was nnnuurred by a single war, al- 
though twice during that period, once 
In 1905 and again In 1911, he nearly 
succeeded In precipitating a conflict. 
Subsequent 
developments 
have 


brought out clearly enough that during 
all these years of peace, the kaiser 
was only awaiting the opportune mo- 
ment to bring on war. 


Germany's preparation consisted not 


merely in building up her army ana 
navy and developing a military spirit 
in her people, bat in trying to estab- 
lish friendships abroad where t&ej 
would do the most good In the oven! 
of a world war. 


The German military preparation 


was moir or less obvious. The kaiser 
was always Its wannest advocate and 
frankly admitted that It was Ms Inten- 
tion to remain nrmed to the teeth, al- 
though he protested to me many Mines 
that his sole object was to maintain 
the peace of the world. 


In 191.% for Instance, I was ro The 


Hague when Cnrnegle delivered a 
spwcJi hi the opening of the Peace 
palace, bj tbe copne of wbkfc be de> 


cessor to the Austrian throne, was 
murdered, the kaiser not only, recog- 
nized his morganatic wife, who was 
only a countess, but went out of his 
way to show her deference. He placed 
her at his right at all state functions 
which she attended. To bring Austria 
and Germany closer together, he was 
willing to waive one of bis deep-rooted 
prejudices. 


The significance of the kaiser's 


many visits to Italy, his presentation 
of a statue to Stockholm, his yachting 
excursions in Scandinavian 
waters, 


his flirtations with Turkey from his 
castle on the Island of Corfu, and sim- 
ilar acts of Ingratiation, becomes quite 
apparent in the face of more recent 
developments, but his efforts to curry 
favor with America during all the 
years of peace which preceded the war 
were so much more elaborate that they 
deserve more than passing mention. 


No more subtle piece of propaganda 


was .ever conceived than the kaiser's 
plan of exchanging professors between 
the 
United States and Germany 


through the establishment of the 
Roosevelt and Harvard chaiip at the 
University of Berlin and corresponding 
chairs at Harvard and other American 
universities. Ostensibly the purpose of 
the project was to foster good-will be- 
tween the two nations. Actually, It 
was intended to Germanize Americans 
to such an extent that their co-opera- 
tion might be relied upon in the event 
of war for which Germany was sed- 
ulously preparing. 
| 


It was believed that the exchange of 


professors would accomplish the Ger- 
man purpose in two ways: not only 
could the professors the kaiser sent to 
America be depended upon to sow Ger- 
man seed in American soil, but the 
American professors who were sent to 
Berlip. it was hoped, could be so In- 
oculated with the German viewpoint 
that when they returned to their na- 
tive land they would disseminate It 
among their associates and students. 


Some time before the kaiser con- 


ceived the scheme of the Exchange 
Professors, he sent his brother. Prince 
Henry, to this country to draw tlt« 
two nations closer together and to In- 
still in the heart of every child born 
In America of German parents an 
abiding love for the fatherland. 


Just before the war broke out, he 


was planning to send one of bis tons 
here with the same object • 


He told me of his project and asked 


me to which pan of the United Statei 
I thought he ought to send the prince, 


That depends, your majesty,*' I re. 


plied, -upon the object of the visit 
If i ho purpose is to meet American 
society. I would recommend such 
places as Newport In summer and 
Palm Bench In winter. To come in 
contact with our statesmen and diplo- 
mats, Washington would naturally be 
the most likely place to visit" 


The kaiser thanked me for the In- 


formation but did not enter into fur- 
ther details as to the object he had 
In mind or which son be had planned 
to send across.

sors with your colleges, sending my 


JNo; your excellency," I replied, 


"yon are quite wrong if you Imagine 
that my countrymen would like to pro- 
long the war for the sake of war- 
profits. That is very far from being 
the case. On the contrary, the coun- 
try at large is anxious for peace." 


"Don't forget your people are mak- 


ing a lot of money out of this war," 
the reichskanzler persisted.

"That may be all true," I replied,

"Wilson has the greatest opportu- 


nity ever presented to a man to make 
his name immortal—by bringing about 
peace in the world," he went on.

"That, of course, will depend, your

I don't believe my country 
is anxious to fight, but I'm quite sure 
that nothing In the world will keep us 
out of it If our rights as a neutral 
nation are not respected." 


"We certainly don't like the way 


Hughes has been talking on the 
stump," declared the reichskanzler. 
"Did yon hear any of his speeches or 
any of Wilson's?" 


I said I had had no opportunity to 


hear any of the campaign speeches, 
but that I had followed them in the 
newspapers. 


"Well, did you gather front what 


you read that the American people 
want to see peace in Europe, or do 
they want the war to go on so they 
can continue to make fortunes out 
of it?" , 


Again I replied that I was certain 


our country would never be influenced 
by such sordid considerations as were 
implied In the reichskanzler's question, 
but that if the right kind of peace 
could be brought about the whole 
country would eagerly embrace it

England Involved, why aren't they 
utilizing the opportunity to serve and 
to make their own country great? Do 
they think I put myself out to enter- 
tain them because I loved them? I 
am disgusted with the whole Anglo- 
Saxon race!" 


The kaiser couldn't understand why 


the United States'did not seize both 
Canada and Mexico. Apparently, from 
tfie way he talked from time to time, 
if he had blen sitting in the White 
House he would have grabbed the en- 
tire Western Hemisphere. 


That the kaiser followed American 


politics Very closely, especially after 
the war broke out, was very natural. 
The fact that there was a great Ger- 
man-American vote in this country 
was not overlooked in Potsdam, and I 
haven't the slightest doubt the kaiser 
imagined that he could exert consider-, 
able Influence in our elections through 
bis emissaries in this country. 


I returned to Berlin late in October 


of that year. Within a day or two 
after my arrival I received a telephone 
message from the Reichskanzler von 
Bethmann-Hollweg to the effect that 
the' kaiser had sent him word of my 
return and that he would like me to 
call at his palace either that noon or 
at four p. ro. 


I was ushered Into a very large room 


In the corner of which was a business- 
like looking flat-topped desk, but which 
was otherwise elaborately furnished. 
The reichskanzler, a tall, broad-shoul- 
dered, handsome specimen of a man, 
came over to me and, putting his arm 
in mine, walked me to a seat beside 
the desk. He asked me what I would 
smoke, and upon my taking a cigar- 
ette, he did likewise. 


The kaiM-rv- been telling roe, doc- 


tor," he said, "of your recent visit to 
America, and I would like to ask yon 
a few question^." 


I said thnt I was always glad to talk 


of America. ln»l«*l, I was particular- 
ly glad of the opportunity to speak 
with the prim*- minister of Germany at 
that time. 


Then followed a bewildering succes- 


sion of quc'-iiflns, the purpose of 
which was not «l all clear to me. We 
bad a peculiar conversation—half in 
German, half in English. The reichs- 
kander did not speak English partic- 
ularly well.

DRYING VEGETABLES.

Lost year the air wan fragrant with 


the MteamliiK JtiieeH of th« vegetable!* 
and fruit* the women were canning. 
Thin year the effort IN being made to 
preserve even more of these product*. 
But food conserve!'* are 
emphasizing 


also the desirability of the drying; or 
dehydrating process, that Is the extrac- 
tion of the water. Community drying 
plants are being set up in many places, 
so that anyone can take small quanti- 
ties of vegetables and fruits to them, 
und have them prepared to save for 
the winter. 


Every fall a great volume of vege- 


tables and fruits rot on the ground. 
They are so abundant that it does not 
pay to pick them up. Now if at that 
time of purplus they could be preserved 
by the drying or other process, all this 
amount of nutrition is saved. It tends 
to stabilize and equalize prices through- 
out the year, and supply nourishing 
food at times when prices are ex- 
horbitantly high. 


Another point is that 
the drying 


process saves great quantities of small 
vegetables and fruits that do not sell 
well on the market. People do not like 
to buy small specimens of potatoes. 
apples, or other vegetables. 
But the 


small ones mixed in with the 
dried 


product and are equally suited to it. 


One reason for food shortage is that 


the farmers hate to plant large quanti 
ties of vegetables because they spoil if 
not sold promptly. If there were dry- 
ng plants everywhere, so that farmers 
could dispose of their surplus at a fair 
price, much larger supplies of 
vege- 


tables would be planted. 


There would seem to be a chance for 


the establishment of plants to dry these 
products on a big commercial scale. 
People who used dried products 
say 


they are as attractive to the taste as 
canned foods, and 
often 
hardly dis- 


inguishable from the original article.

Military censorship usually moves in 
a mysterious way its wonders to per- 
form, but do not quite understand the 
excitement of various senators over 
the discovery that the authoiities had 
barred 
from the ^foreign 
mails all 
newspapers and periodicals containing 
the airciaft report of the senate sub 
committee 
Senator Lodge thought it was done 
to prevent publication in the United 
States, but it had already been pub- 
lished everywhere in the United States 
before the order closing- the foreign 
mails was issued. Senator Penrose in- 
sited that it was done to conceal the 
facts 
from the 
American 
tioops in 
France, and Senator Weeks proposed 
an investigation. 
We doubt if anything is gained by 


attributing improper motives to the 
censorship. 
The British and French 
often exclude from the foreign mails 
newspapers and reports that contain 
matter which somebody in authority 
thinks might be of advantage to the 
enemy, and the American censoiship 
plainly adopted that method in dealing 
with the aircraft report. 
The newspapers have not protested 
this action, yet the real grievance is 
theirs rather than the senate's. Their 
foreign mail was held up without no- 
tice, whereas it the censorship had 
acted in time they could have made 
over an edition for foreicn circulation 
which did not contain the .prohibited 
matter. 


SPAIN'S DECISION. 


(Pittsburgh Gazette TimesO 


The sudden critical turn in relations 


between Spam and Germany, through 
the sinking of Spanish vessels after an 
understanding had been retched, may 
mean war. 
Spain has already 
gone 
about the retaliation she threatened, 
but the affair is potential or more im- 
portant action. 
The broth having be*n spijled, 
the 
present cabinet will have its hands full 
to avoid a break; its-opponents will set 
about its overthrow and will probably 
succeed unless measures more drastic 
than those promised are taken against 
Germanv. Germany's military defeats 
of the last few weeks and the growing 
power of the Allies since the United 
States began to show 'her strength 
make the position of a Spanish admin- 
istration favoring continued neutrality 
more dangerous every day. The ele- 
ment that sees Spain's future bound up 
with the Entente Allies gains new pow- 
er from every victory of the Allied 
arms and a new argument for war with 
Germany irom every new sinking. 
There is no denying the Allies would 


like to have Spain with them, 
even 
though they have to put her on her 
feet militarily before she can be of any 
use. The case of Portugal leads to the 
belief that a Spanish army could soon 
be ready to go into the line, while for 
purposes of transportation and supply 
the Peninsula would be very valuable. 
A strong decision by Spain within the 
next few weeks would equal in effect a 
serious defeat of the kaiser's army. 


SOLDIERS AT SCHOOL.

This variety is in accordance with na- 
ture.

of feed. Grain should not be made the 
sole feed, except in the fattening i»en. 
for then fat and not eggs is the usual 
result.
